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Party off 
after lies 
over star 


ORGANISERS of a music festival 
have been left red-faced after 
falsely telling people that an X 
Factor winner would be 
headlining the event. 

Big things were being promised for this 
summer’s Party in the Park festival in Ely - 
including that Matt Cardie, winner of the 
2010 series of the X Factor, would be taking 
to the stage. 

The event’s main organiser, local 
businessman Steve Colby, had set up a 
dedicated ‘Ely Party in the Park 2013’ page on 
social networking site Facebook and had 
announced that 29-year-old Cardie had 
agreed to headline the event. 

The page, which had almost 2,000 
members, also said the festival was 
scheduled to happen on July 13 this year, plus 
there were details of ticket prices and lists of 
other confirmed acts. 

But this week Mr Colby was forced to call 
off the event after Cardie’s manager, London- 
based Will Talbot, announced on Twitter that 
Cardie had not even been approached by 
him, let alone confirmed. 

Mr Talbot tweeted: “Nobody has 
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approached us about Party in the Park, Ely, so 
therefore it’s not happening! Pis don’t spend 
your money on a scam!” 

Concerned residents then contacted 
Cambridgeshire Police and East 
Cambridgeshire District Council, who are 
both now in contact with Mr Colby about the 
plans. 

Speaking to the Weekly News, Mr Colby, 
who lives in Littleport, insists he was not 
trying to “scam” people but admits he did lie. 

He said: “Party in the Park’s been called off. 
I was getting far too much stick over it all so 
decided that was it. 

“Of course I wasn’t trying to scam anyone. 
Nobody has bought any tickets yet and there 
has been no money handed over whatsoever. 

“I admit I did lie about Matt Cardie 
headlining the event but that was simply to 
drum up more publicity. I had been in 
contact with his people but admit I should 
have never have said he was confirmed as 
coming.

“I suppose I didn’t realise how 
powerful all this would be on Facebook. 
I was foolish and it has backfired." 

Mr Colby had also told people on 
Facebook that he was planning to secure 
massive pop star Emeli Sande and hit 
boy band Blue, although neither had 
been confirmed. 

A spokesman for Cambridgeshire 
Constabulary said that officers have 
spoken to Mr Colby and others involved 
with the Party in the Park plans. 

He said: “We received concerns from 
some people regarding the validity of an 
event planned for July in Ely. 

“Officers spoke to the people 
organising the proposed concert and 
gave words of advice regarding the 
correct procedures which need to be 
followed in order to hold such an event. 

“It would not appear to be a scam, 
however there are no events currently 
planned for July 13 and no licences have 
been granted by the local authority.” 

A spokesman for East Cambridgeshire 
District Council confirmed that no 
licences have been approved for any 
event in Ely on July 13. 

The Weekly News contacted Mr 
Talbot, Cardie’s manager, but he said 
that his tweet “says it all”.

Accident levels above national average 


YOUNG drivers in Cambridgeshire are 
running a terrible risk of death or injury 
on the county’s rural roads, new 
research has revealed. 

A study has disclosed they are far 
more likely to be involved in crashes 
than young drivers in other parts of the 
UK - with South Cambridgeshire, East 
Cambridgeshire, Huntingdonshire and 
Fenland all well above the national 
average for accidents. 

In East Cambridgeshire, the average 
annual accident toll is 86,72 per cent 
higher than the national figure. 

Fenland has the blackest record, with 
124 injury crashes a year, 108 per cent 
up on the national average - and the 
third highest level of risk in Britain. 

The statistics have been gathered by 
the National Federation of Youth 
Farmers’ Clubs, which has launched a 


safety campaign to curb crashes on 
country roads, called Drive It Home. 

The campaign is being backed by Sir 
Jim Paice, MP for South East 
Cambridgeshire. 

He said: “Too many of our young 
people are being killed or seriously 
injured on rural roads. 

“In my constituency alone 137 young 
people were killed or seriously injured 
on the roads between 2005 and 2011. 

“We must do all that we can to 
improve awareness of the dangers of 
driving on Cambridgeshire’s rural roads 
and so if you are a young driver in rural 
Cambridgeshire, or know of such young 
drivers, then I urge you to take 
advantage of the help and support being 
offered by the campaign.”

Thousands sign up for online campaign to stop dangerous drivers 


MORE than 3,000 people have now 
thrown their weight behind a 
campaign to introduce tougher 
penalties for drivers who kill. 

The Stop Dangerous Drivers 
campaign was launched in October 
by North East Cambridgeshire MP 
Steve Barclay. 

Since then more than 3,000 


signatures have been added to the 
online petition. 

The campaign is demanding a 
review of the guidelines preventing 
judges from handing out tougher 
penalties and seeks the abolition of 
the lesser offence of causing death by 
careless driving. 

Mr Barclay launched the campaign 


following the death of 22-year-old 
Jamie Butcher from Wisbech. 

Jamie was mown down and killed 
on a pedestrian crossing in Churchill 
Road in February 2011. 

Driver Michael Moore, of Murrow 
Lane, Parson Drove, was doing 
almost twice the speed limit and had 
run a red light. 


He hit Jamie with such force that 
his body was found 44m from the 
crossing. Moore was jailed for 43 
months in April. 

Jamie’s family have joined forces 
with Mr Barclay to demand tougher 
punishments.

Care home owner 
must improve or 
face legal action 


YET another care home in 
East Cambridgeshire has 
been ordered to improve 
after inspectors found it 
was failing to meet the 
needs of its residents. 

Soham Lodge, a nursing home 
which specialises in caring for 
dementia sufferers, has been 
issued formal warnings by the 
Care Quality Commission (CQC). 

Inspectors visited the home, 
which is based at Qua Fen 
Common, Soham, and only 
opened last year, in November 
and discovered numerous issues. 

They found care plans were 
not being updated to reflect the 
changing needs of residents, and 
inspectors noted several 
discrepancies between what care 
plans instructed and what care 
staff did in practice. 

The care record for a resident 
who suffered from pressure sores 
stated they needed repositioning 
in bed every two hours but this 
was not always carried out, and 
there were no instructions 
available to explain how staff 
were to care for and manage a 
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resident who had Type 2 
diabetes. 

The CQC has ordered DCSL 
Limited, which runs the home, to 
make improvements or it could 
face further action. 

Andrea Gordon, deputy 
director of operations for the 
CQC, said: “The law says these 
are the standards that everyone 
should be able to expect. 
Providers have a duty to ensure 
they are compliant. 

“These warnings send a clear 
message that Soham Lodge 
needs to address this issue or face 
further consequences. 

“Our inspectors will return in 
the near future and if we find that 
the required progress is not made 
we won’t hesitate to use our legal 
powers to protect the people who 
use this service.” 

A spokesman for Soham Lodge 
said that a new area manager had 
now been appointed to help 
improve the facility. 

He said: “The owners of Soham 


Lodge acknowledge that there 
have been teething problems as 
with many new businesses. 

“However for several weeks 
they have been and continue to 
work closely with their colleagues 
from the local authority and the 
NHS to address the issues 
concerned. 

“Their intention is to provide 
quality care to all their residents. 

“Their newly-appointed area 
manager is now in post to 
support this delivery of change.” 

The home is one of many care 
homes in the Ely area which have 
been ordered to make 
improvements by the CQC in 
recent months. 

The Brambles, a four-bed care 
home in Soham, was found to be 
failing to protect vulnerable 
adults from potential harm as 
some staff did not know what 
they should do if they suspected 
someone was being abused. 

Fair Haven Care Home in 
Soham, Laburnum Lodge in 
Littleport and The Limes in 
Littleport have also hit the 
headlines for the wrong reasons 
in recent months.

School closed for day as 
children enjoy snowfall 


A BLANKET of the white stuff 
transformed East Cambridgeshire 
into a winter wonderland this 
week. 

Residents across the region 
woke up to thick snow on Monday 
morning and much to the joy of 
local children, it continued to fall 
throughout the day. 

Despite the usual issues on the 
roads, just one school in the Ely 
area was forced to close. 


Highfield School, which is 
based in Downham Road and 
caters for children with special 
and extra needs, closed on 
Monday as a member of staff said 
the snow made the school’s 
entrance inaccessible. 

According to a Cambridgeshire 
County Council spokesman, the 
school re-opened on Tuesday and 
all other schools in the Ely area 
were open on both days. 



Although the icy conditions 
caused traffic hold-ups on many 
of the region’s roads, no major 
accidents were reported and 
Cambridgeshire County Council’s 
fleet of 39 gritters battled to keep 


main roads and footpaths 
clear. 

Many schools and businesses, 
including the recycling centre at 
Witchford, closed earlier than 
normal on Monday. 


Pub landlord unhappy 
at delays to open road 


A KEY road has been re-opened - 
three months after it was closed 
due to flooding. 

Highways chiefs re-opened the A1101 
Welney Causeway last Thursday evening - 
much to the joy of villagers, local businesses 
and commuters. 

The route, which links Welney and 
surrounding villages to the AlO, was closed 
at the end of October due to flooding and 
had remained shut ever since. 

The closure forces people to take a 
lengthy detour, which can be up to 40 miles. 

Dennis Birch, landlord of the Lamb and 
Flag pub in Welney, says he is pleased the 
road has been re-opened but insists it could 
have been done sooner. 

Mr Birch, 59, who has run the pub for 13 
years, says that every time the road is 
flooded there is a delay in re-opening it, and 
he blames it on the communication 
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between Norfolk County Council’s 
highways and the Environment Agency 
(EA). 

He said: “Obviously it is good news that 
the road is now re-open but it could have 
been done days ago. 

“Every time it comes to re-opening the 
road once the water levels have dropped, 
there is a delay 

“It’s because the EA says it’s highways’ 
responsibility and highways say it’s the EA’s 
responsibility, which results in the road 
being closed for days on end when it could 
be open. 

“In the mean time, local shops and 
businesses, as well as all the villagers and 
commuters who use the road, are made to 


suffer. 

“Every time that road is closed, we lose 
money. Since it’s been closed this time 
around we have lost around £60,000 in 
takings as we don’t get any passing trade.” 

Norfolk County Council’s highways team 
are responsible for re-opening the road and 
do so when the EA instructs them that the 
road is no longer at risk of flooding. 

A spokesman for the EA said: “The flood 
alert for the Hundred Foot Washes was 
removed at 4.15pm on Thursday. 

“The situation is improving and no 
further flooding is expected in this area.” 

A county council spokesman added: “As 
soon as the EA tells us that there is no 
longer a flood alert on a road, we will re¬ 
open it. 

“We understand that this is a well-used 
road and that it causes a lot of 
inconvenience when it is closed, but we 
cannot put people at risk.” 


Conservation campaigners join fight on plans 


AN organisation which 
campaigns to protect Victorian 
buildings has stepped into the 
row over plans to part-demolish 
a former vicarage in Ely. 

The Victorian Society, which 
champions Victorian and 
Edwardian architecture, says 
converting Croylands, in 
Cambridge Road, into 
retirement flats would turn the 
“handsome” building into a 
“curious and submerged 
appendage”. 

Dorset-based developer 
McCarthy & Stone wants to turn 
the building, which currently 
operates as a day care centre, 
into retirement flats. 

Residents have submitted 
more than 150 objections to 


East Cambridgeshire District 
Council over the plans and the 
developers have since 
submitted a revised application, 
which includes adding one 
more parking space, reducing 
the total number of flats from 
22 to 21 and adjusting the roof 
height in some areas. 

The proposals involve 
demolishing part of the 
building to make way for a 
three-storey extension, 
something which residents 
insist will overlook homes, add 
to traffic issues and that it is 
overdevelopment of the site. 

In a letter to the district 
council, lames Hughes, a 
conservation adviser from the 
Victorian Society, agreed that 


the plans are “overdevelop¬ 
ment”. 

Urging planners to refuse the 
proposals, he said: “The 
proposal for the rear extension 
is enormous and completely 
out-of-character with the host 
building in style, scale and 
general artistic merit. 

“It is also out-of-character 
with the street and surrounding 
conservation area. 

“It is overdevelopment and 
would at a stroke reduce 
Croylands from a handsome 
building of architectural 
distinction to a curious and 
subsumed appendage.” 

The developers insist the 
scheme is “in-keeping” with the 
surrounding area and that 


nearby residents would not 
suffer any “adverse impact”. 

But Margaret Godber, of 
nearby Houghton Gardens, 
said: “Croylands is in a 
conservation area and as such 
should be protected from the 
greed of developers. 

“This overdevelopment will 
set a precedent and result in 
more irreplaceable gardens 
being sacrificed to the greed of 
large developers.” 

The county council, which 
runs the day care services, said 
they would be relocated to 
premises nearby, possibly Ely’s 
Princess of Wales Hospital, if the 
plans are approved. 

The final decision lies with 
planners at the district council. 


Housing development 
set to replace garage 


AN independent car dealership 
near Ely looks set to close - and 
new homes built in its place. 

Bosses of Kings ofWitcham 
Ltd, a Volvo specialist garage 
and authorised Ford repairer 
based in The Slade, Witcham, 
have submitted plans to turn 
the site into a housing 
development. 

Colin Every, owner of the 
garage, wants outline planning 
permission to demolish all the 
facilities there and build 10 new 
homes on the land. 

In a statement to East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council, Mr Every’s agents said 
the garage as a business had 
become “financially constrained”. 

They said: “The current 
facility is an independent Volvo 
specialist and Ford authorised 
repairer and has in more recent 
years become financially 
constrained due to its location 
and being situated in a 
residential area. 

“The proposal is to demolish 
the existing garage buildings, 
remove the forecourt including 
the concrete hard-standing, any 
underground tanks and 
construct a small mixed 
development comprising 10 
residential dwellings. 

“The proposed development 
will offer the opportunity to 
create much-needed housing in 
the village ofWitcham whilst at 
the same time offering an 
opportunity to improve and 
enhance the intrinsic design 


and character of the village 
settlement. 

“The application seeks to 
establish permission for 10 
dwellings with their own car 
parking and private rear 
amenity areas to ensure a 
seamless integration with the 
existing vernacular including 
the demolition of the existing 
building and outbuildings. 

“The approach taken with the 
design of the layout has been to 
ensure that the house types 
accommodate the needs of 
modern living whilst 
maintaining an imaginative and 
attractive place to live. 

“The layout aims to provide a 
good level of natural 
surveillance whilst achieving an 
architectural form and mass 
that is in scale with the 
neighbouring developments 
and acts as a positive addition to 
this area ofWitcham.” 

The agents say the 
application is seeking only 
approval to access and layout of 
the site and that if approved, a 
reserved matters application 
would be submitted to address 
further matters. 

They added that the 
development would be 
“sympathetic” to the 
surrounding area and that it 
would “make efficient use of the 
land”. 

A decision on the scheme 
could be made within eight 
weeks.

Blaze-hit care home 
wins plans approval 
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PLANS to expand a nursing home 
which was almost gutted by fire have 
been given the green light. 

Bosses at London-based Minster Care 
Group applied for planning permission to 
expand Littleport Grange nursing and 
residential home in Grange Lane, Littleport, 
in October. 

The proposals have now been approved by 
planners at East Cambridgeshire District 
Council. 

The scheme will see a new three-floor 
extension being built at the home to provide 
extra “day space” for residents. 

The extension will be built in the internal 
courtyard between two staircases on the west 
side of the building. It will include a new flat 
roof porch and a glazed corridor enclosure. 

In their application to the council, the care 
group said: “The new day space extension will 
have very minimal or no impact to the 
outlook of the building yet will provide an 
invaluable communal space for the care 
home residents.” 

Last September a massive fire broke out in 
the roof of the nursing home. 

Firefighters managed to prevent the blaze 
from spreading and said the building was 
“lucky to still be standing” as the fire was so 
big. 

The facility also came under the spotlight 


last year after residents were moved into 
other care homes. 

Health and social care watchdog, the Care 
Quality Commission, said the home was 
failing to look after its residents properly, 
hence the majority of its residents were 
re-located. 

Since then, the home’s operator has 
promised it would soon “meet the highest 
standards” and has been working on 
refurbishing the building. 

Approving the extension plans, Giles 
Hughes, head of planning at the district 


council, said: “Approval has been granted 
because the proposal is broadly in accord 
with the policies of the current Development 
Plan. 

“It is considered that it would not raise any 
adverse issues of either visual or residential 
amenity, or introduce any elements 
detrimental to highway safety that cannot be 
addressed by the imposition of suitable 
conditions. 

“The design, siting and materials have 
been assessed as being in accord with the 
character and appearance of the locality.”

No plan to change 
policy over service

CAMBRIDGESHIRE Fire 
and Rescue Service (CFRS) 
is being urged to change its 
policy so that people in the 
Armed Forces can serve 
their county 

Angry residents say it is 
“ludicrous” that servicemen and 
women cannot be employed as 
neither firefighters nor retained 
firefighters in Cambridgeshire. 

The calls have been made after 
the Weekly News revealed the story 
of 23-year-old James Chalklin, 
from Soham. 

Mr Chalklin was forced to resign 
as a volunteer retained firefighter 
for the service after it was 
discovered he was employed as a 
firefighter in the RAF. 

Mr Chalklin, who left the UK 
last week for a four-month stint in 
Camp Bastion, Afghanistan, was 
recruited as a retained firefighter 
for CFRS around 12 months ago 
after they failed to see that he was 
in the RAF on his application 
forms. 

It was when he told them about 
his trip to Afghanistan in 
December that he was told he 
would have to resign as the service 
was unable to employ people in

the Armed Forces. 

The move has not only triggered 
anger from Mr Chalklin and his 
family and friends but also from 
readers, who insist CFRS’ policy 
should be changed. 

Laura Watson, of Parsons Lane, 
Littleport, said: “I couldn’t believe 
my eyes when I read the story 

“The service is constantly 
saying how short it is of retained 
firefighters and yet here we have a 
perfectly capable man, who 
probably brings more experience 
to the service than others, who has 
been forced to resign. 

“The policy needs to be 
changed. Surely servicemen and 
women are a great asset for the 
service?” 

Walter Piccaver, of Earith Road, 
Willingham, said: “It’s ludicrous 


and the fire service should be 
ashamed of itself. 

“There were 15 other on-call 
firefighters in Soham so it wasn’t 
like Mr Chalklin’s absence was 
going to have a big impact on 
services in the town. 

“The service should allow him 
to return to his normal duties 
when he returns from Afghanistan 
and in the meantime change the 
policy so that Armed Services staff 
are not excluded.” 

But Neil Newberry, the service’s 
assistant chief fire officer, said: 
“We have no plans to change our 
policy. The service has a duty 
under the Civil Contingencies Act 
to attend emergencies 24 hours a 
day, seven days a week, 365 days a 
year. 

“In order to comply with this we 
must employ firefighters who can 
guarantee their own working 
times. 

“We have the greatest respect 
for members of the Armed Forces 
and employ a number of 
firefighters and officers who have 
retired from this role. 

“However, it is not practical for 
us to employ serving members 
who could potentially be called up 
for duty abroad at very short 
notice for months at a time. 

“In addition, they would require 
a significant level of retraining on 
their return.”

We don’t want 
parking charge 

Sir, I have just completed the East 
Cambridgeshire District Council 
survey on proposals for charging for 
car parking in the centre of Ely. 

The survey is flawed due to the 
assumption that those completing it 
actually want a charging scheme and 
therefore it only offers options on this 
basis. 

I do not want car parking charges to 
be introduced in Ely because it will be 
the start of a sequence of events that 
will result in ever escalating charges 
and restrictions to residents and 
visitors. 

Firstly when the charges are 
introduced people will try to avoid 
paying them. This will result in a 
massive increase in on-street parking. 
Secondly residents of streets hitherto 
untroubled by town centre visitor 
parking will not be able to park 
outside their houses because people 
avoiding car parking charges will be 
doing so. 

They will rightly complain to the 
council, who will seize on the 
opportunity to introduce a residents’ 
parking scheme and apply charges for 
residents to park their own cars. 

The charges for this will be introduced 
at a low level to convince people how 
reasonable it all is. 

Thirdly, within a short time, say 18 
months or so, it will be discovered that 
the costs of running the scheme will 
be greater than originally thought and 
consequently the charges for residents 
parking will increase! 

On it will go until living in Ely 
becomes like living in London except 
that residents will not have the 
advantage of a co-ordinated transport 
system or cultural amenities that are 
the envy of the world to offset having 
to pay and pay. 

How do I know this? I used to live in 
London, where just such a scheme 
was introduced.

Soham’s rail 
link scheme 
gathering pace 

COUNCIL chiefs are celebrating after plans 
to re-open Soham railway station were 
identified as a priority by rail bosses. 

Network Rail announced a major £2.2 
billion blueprint to boost the country’s rail 
infrastructure this week in a bid to make 
trains faster and more reliable. 

The huge scheme, which has been 
described as the biggest investment in 
railway infrastructure since the Victorian 
era, includes remodelling the Ely North 
junction to allow more trains to run 
between Cambridge and Norwich and 
doubling the track between Ely and Soham. 

But re-opening Soham’s railway station 
has also been identified as a priority - 
much to the joy of Cambridgeshire County 
Council and East Cambridgeshire District 
Council, who have been in discussions 
with Network Rail about reviving the 
facility for the past two years. 

Cllr Ian Bates, cabinet member for 
growth and planning at the county council, 
said: “We are very encouraged to hear 
Network Rail have included a railway 
station at Soham as part of their new 
business plan. 

“ft is obviously still early in this process 
and there is more work to do but we are 
cautiously optimistic. 

“The next stage in the process is to put 
together a business case to show how any 
service stopping in Soham would be used 
and how many people would use it.” 

Both authorities say re-opening the 
station is a key element of the Soham 
Masterplan, that it would support the 
town’s growing population, help attract 
new jobs to the area and provide a direct 
rail link to Ely and Cambridge. 

Network Rail’s scheme has been 
submitted to the Office of Rail Regulation 
(ORR) and will be finalised in October, with 
projects beginning in April 2014 and lasting 
until 2019. 


Groups urged to 
apply for funding 

MORE than £100,000 is available for 
community projects in the Fenland area. 

The Fens Adventurers Rural 
Development Programme has already 
invested more than £2.5 million in rural 
business ventures and community 
enterprises in Cambridgeshire. 

But with the programme due to close in 
December, the organisation is seeking 
more worthy causes to apply for the 
remaining cash. 

Mike Carter, programme manager, said: 
“We still need a few strong applications 
which the board can consider for approval 
to get the last of the funding committed. 

“The challenge, as ever, for applicants 
will be to drive delivery by the end of 
October and submit claims so that we are 
fully spent by the end of the year.” 

The programme focuses on developing 
rural businesses, sustaining tourism and 
addressing gaps in basic services.

Magpas in 
Arctic call 
for advice

PROFESSIONAL 
explorer Justin Miles 
owes his life to a 
Magpas doctor after 
he was crippled with 
a potentially fatal 
condition during an 
Arctic expedition. 

fustin left for Greenland 
at the beginning of 
December to begin a three- 
month expedition to 
explore a new route to the 
North Pole. 

And although he was 
fully prepared for what lay 
ahead he hadn’t bargained 
for a potentially fatal 
health scare just two days 
into the journey. 

The trek, one of only a 
handful ever to take place 
during an Arctic winter, 
saw fustin and his co¬ 
explorer Alex Hibbert, 
battling against the full 
force of the Arctic weather 
with temperatures of -50c 
during their 900-mile 
journey. 

They left the Greenland 
town of Qaanaaq and were 
making good progress 
across the sea ice as they 
headed north. But just two 
days in, fustin experienced 
excruciating pain in his 
abdomen. 

The 39-year-old, who 
lives in Sutton, said: “The 
pain grew and grew and 
grew until Alex realised 
something was wrong and 
stopped me. 

“I realised how bad the 
pain was and Alex stripped 
me to the waist and 
prodded and poked 
around my abdomen and 
he said there was a big hole 
with something sticking 


out.” 

They called Magpas, 
which fustin supported, for 
emergency advice and Dr 
Rod Mackenzie answered 
more than 2,000 miles 
away in Cambridgeshire. 

He said: “I was a little 
surprised when I received 
the call. I obviously knew 
that we were going to 
support fustin and Alex, 
but I wasn’t expecting to 
get a call so early on in the 
expedition. 

“I just did my job, which 
is to sort out serious 
problems - that’s what we 
do at Magpas. 

“Most importantly, it 
was great that we were able 
to intervene and we 
managed to stop lustin’s 


condition from 

deteriorating, especially 
when he was so far from 
help.” 

The A&E consultant told 
fustin he had a potentially 
fatal condition if left 
untreated and strongly 
advised fustin to come 
home as soon as possible. 

He had a severe epi¬ 
gastric hernia, and had he 
not ended the expedition 
there and then, there was a 
strong likelihood he would 
have got blood poisioning. 

fustin is now back in the 
UK where he is awaiting 
surgery but plans to get 
right back to training 
afterwards and recom¬ 
mence the mission with 
Alex at the end of the year. 


Business plan is scuppered 


A MAN’S hopes of turning an empty shop 
into a flat have been dashed by planners. 

Ely-based businessman John Borland 
closed Borland’s Garage in Cambridge 
Road, Ely, last August. 

The business ceased trading after 47 
years of business in the city and Mr 
Borland blamed cheap supermarket fuel 
for its demise. 

In March this year, Mr Borland applied 
to East Cambridgeshire District Council 
for planning permission to turn the petrol 
station’s shop into a two-bedroom flat. 

After months of deliberation, the 
district council has now refused the 
proposals. 

Giles Hughes, head of planning at the 


council, said the plans were rejected 
because Mr Borland refused to put 
forward developer contributions. 

He said: “Despite working proactively 
with the applicant to secure the requisite 
financial contributions, the local 
planning authority has not been 
presented with a viability case to 
demonstrate how the deliverability of the 
scheme has been impacted upon by 
infrastructure contributions. 

“Therefore, the applicant has had 
sufficient time in which to demonstrate 
that their proposal is unviable and not in 
accordance with the policies of either the 
NPPF or the Local Plan.” 
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Campaign aims 
to save common

A PUBLIC inquiry is 
being held next week 
where campaigners 
will be fighting to 
protect a green space 
in Ely from develop¬ 
ment. 

The Local Campaign for 
the Protection of Rural Ely 
(LCPRE) has been calling for 
Ely Common, an area of 
open grassland between 
Roswell Pits and Prickwillow 
Road, to be registered as a 
village green for some time. 

The status would protect 
the land from development 
or change in the future. 

The organisation’s ori¬ 
ginal application for the 
status was turned down by a 
Supreme Court judge but 
they have since re-applied. 

A spokeswoman for the 
LCPRE said: “This large area 
of open grassland has been 
known for hundreds of 
years as Ely Common and is 
well used by local people for 
walking, running, playing, 
enjoying wildlife and 
wildflowers and picking 
wild sloes and blackberries. 

“Open spaces where 



people can relax and enjoy 
themselves are increasingly 
important as Ely continues 
to expand. 

“This cherished area of 
Ely was not registered as a 
common and is in private 
ownership and therefore 
has no legal protection. 

“However, village green 
status would ensure that in 
the future people would be 
able to use it for lawful uses 
and pastimes. 

“We have reapplied for 
village green status for Ely 
Common since a Supreme 
Court judgement has now 
made a ruling that to defer 
to a tractor during hay¬ 
cutting is only behaving 
with ‘courtesy and common 
sense’ and does not mean 
that users have given up 
their rights. 


“A previous application 
was only turned down on 
this technicality but 
satisfied an inquiry on all 
other grounds, including 
continuous use for over 20 
years. 

“We are confident that 
that village green status will 
now be granted ensuring 
permanent protection for 
this land.” 

The inquiry, which is 
being paid for by the 
LCPRE, will see local 
witnesses speaking on 
behalf of the organisation 
and their case will be made 
by a barrister who special¬ 
ises in environmental law. 

The inquiry, which is 
open to the public, will be 
held at The Makings in Ely 
on January 24 and 25 from 
10am-5pm both days. 


Firm planning 
for two hotels 

THE company which is 
opening a new hotel in 
Ely has revealed it is 
also launching a new 
hotel near Newmarket. 
Poets House is being 
opened in St Marys 
Street, Ely, in the spring 
by the House Collection. 
The company has 
bought Swynford 
Paddocks Hotel in Six 
Mile Bottom and it is 
refurbishing it into a 
hotel complete with 
restaurant and 
conference facilities. 

As reported last week, 
Poets House, even 
though it has not yet 
opened, has been 
named by The Times as 
one of the world’s Top 
20 Cool New Hotels for 
2013. 

Both hotels are due to 
open in the spring and 
create around 30 jobs.

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Work finally due 
to be completed 


RESIDENTS whose 
neighbourhood has 
remained unfinished 
ever since its developer 
went bust are being 
reassured that work will 
be complete “in the 
near future”. 

For years, residents in the 
Kingfisher Drive area of 
Soham have been pleading 
for the footpaths and 
pavements outside their 
homes to be finished. 

When the original 
developers, Cofton, went into 
administration, numerous 
other property developers 
took on different sections of 
the site. 

Over the years, some areas 
of the development have 
been completed while other 
areas have been left 
unfinished, meaning things 
like footpaths and street 
lighting have not been 
completed and fitted. 

Cambridgeshire County 
Council’s highways, as it does

able to formally adopt the 
paths until they are 
completed by the developers, 
and in the meantime the 
residents suffer. 

Cllr Rosemary Aitchison, 
chairman of Soham Town 
Council, said: “It’s just 
ridiculous. This has been 
going on for at least five years 
now - I’ve almost lost track of 
how long it’s been. 

“I understand that high¬ 
ways can’t do anything until 
the work is complete but it’s 
just not fair on the residents 
who live there. 

“I’m not happy about it 
and I don’t even live there. 

“We’ve been pressurising 
the developers to get a move 
on for some time now and we 
never really get anywhere.” 

Similar issues have also 
occurred on new develop¬ 
ments in Ely where the 
developers have gone into 
administration and residents 
have had to wait years for 


their streets to be formally 
adopted. 

A spokesman for Taylor 
Wimpey, one of the 
developers responsible for 
completing the outstanding 
work, said: “Since the original 
developers, Cofton, went into 
administration, we have 
been working alongside 
Barratt Homes and the 
Cambridgeshire Housing 
Society to finalise the 
completion of any outstand¬ 
ing work at the development. 

“A new contractor has now 
been appointed to finish the 
roads and this work will 
commence in the near 
future. 

“The work is likely to take 
several weeks to complete 
and the land cannot be 
adopted until then, but we 
are already in discussions 
with the administrator to 
ensure this process runs 
smoothly.” 

A county council spokes¬ 
man said the streets would 
be adopted as and when they 
are completed by the 
developers.

Footpath closed 
for tree pruning 

A ROW of willow trees along 
Ely’s Riverside is set to be 
pruned. 

Trees officers at East 
Cambridgeshire District Council 
have announced they will be 
pruning the willow trees on 
Lavender’s Green, near to the 
Babylon Gallery area. 

The work is part of a crown 
reduction regime which first 
began in 2003 to reduce the 
weight and stress of each tree.

Shoplifter 

A HABITUAL shoplifter who has left 
multiple shops in the Ely area out of 
pocket has been banned from 
entering them. 

Michael King, 32, has been made 
subject of a two-year anti-social 
behaviour order (Asbo) in a bid to 
stop his offending. 

King, of Orton Drive, Witchford, 
appeared at Cambridge Magistrates' 
Court on Monday, January 7, after 
he had pleaded guilty to a series of 
thefts from stores in the city. 

The court heard King had a string 
of convictions dating back to 2000. 

In the past two years he has stolen 
from 10 different shops in Ely, 
targeting some businesses 
repeatedly. 

The Asbo prohibits King from 


entering five shops where he has 
committed multiple thefts - Boots 
Chemist in Market Street, Ely, 
Spar/Premier Shop in the High 
Street, Waitrose in The Cloisters, 
Sainsbury’s in Lisle Lane and the BP 
Garage associated shop and 
forecourt in Witchford Road. 

Anti-social behaviour co-ordinator 
for East Cambridgeshire Community 
Safety Partnership, Brian Tully, said: 
“At first glance this may seem an 
unusual Asbo because it relates 
mainly to crime. However, the effect 
on our community is significant and 
there is a wider impact. 

“Shoplifting affects us all because 
it means that the cost of goods in the 
shops increases to reflect the losses 
from theft. 


“Michael King has become known 
to many shop staff in Ely and his 
very presence can be intimidating. 

“The purpose of anti-social 
behaviour legislation is to protect the 
community and we are doing so by 
keeping this thief out of shops where 
he has offended most frequently.” 

In 2012 alone, King racked up 16 
convictions. 

Area Commander Chief Inspector, 
Russ Waterston, said: “We applied 
for the order to protect the retail 
community and help the community 
at large. 

“We have had success with two 
previous shoplifting Asbos affecting 
not only Ely but also certain shops in 
Burwell, Fordham and Littleport, and 
we will pursue any future cases 


similarly. 

“There is also the opportunity to 
extend the terms of the Asbo if the 
offending moves to other locations.” 

Barry Lonsdale, chair of the Ely 
Traders Association, said: “Almost 
every shop in Ely is affected in some 
way by shoplifting. 

“Apart from the sheer 
unpleasantness of having to 
challenge a suspected thief, the 
consequences for some of us - 
especially independents - can be 
serious in terms of the effect on our 
livelihood. We simply can’t afford 
the losses.” 

Breaches of the Asbo, as with any 
crime or anti-social behaviour, 
should be reported to police by 
calling 101.

Dog training

YOUNG people with 
learning difficulties or 
disabilities are being 
invited to get involved 
with dog training.

The big film 


DJANGO UNCHAINED 
certificate 18, 2h44m 

REVENGE is a dish best served cold. And 
who better than Quentin Tarantino to turn 
the temperature gauge to subzero in this 
blood-soaked western. 

Set in 1858, Django Unchained energises 
a simple tale of redemption with the 
writer-director’s characteristic flair behind 
the lens and on the page. 

Tarantino guns down political correctness 
at every turn, not least with the creation 
of a black slave - played with fire and 
brimstone-spouting fury by Samuel L 
Jackson - who is even more racist than 
his white masters. 

The bullets start flying somewhere in 
Texas when two slave merchants, the 
Speck brothers, meet a German dentist 
called Dr King Schultz (Christoph Waltz) 



on the road one night. 

It turns out that the flamboyant European 
is also a bounty hunter and Schultz kills 
the Specks in order to release slave 
Django (Jamie Foxx) from his shackles. 
Django is valuable because he is the only 
man who can identify the murderous 
Brittle brothers. 

Having been granted his freedom, Django 


agrees to help Schultz kill the siblings. He 
subsequently learns that his beloved wife 
Broomhilda (Kerry Washington) has fallen 
into the clutches of a slippery plantation 
owner, Calvin Candie (Leonardo 
DiCaprio), and Schultz pledges his 
allegiance on a suicidal rescue mission. 
Django Unchained boasts some bravura 
sequences including slow-motion gun 


fights and snappy flashbacks. However, 
you can have too much of a good thing. 
Tarantino’s vision runs to a buttock- 
numbing 165 minutes and would benefit 
from a judicious editor to prune the 
extraneous guff. He could happily lose 
swathes of the final act, including scenes 
when the director plies a laughable accent 
as a bumbling Australian slave driver. 

Foxx is tightly wound as a vengeful 
husband, playing the straight man to 
larger-than-life performances from Waltz, 
DiCaprio and Jackson. 

The love story with Washington has some 
surprisingly tender moments but 
whenever it seems Tarantino might be 
going soft, his characters unleash a 
blitzkrieg of expletives and cock their 
pistols. 

The body count, like the running time, is 
unapologetically excessive.

Winning the 
fight against 
ash dieback

A SH dieback was the big 

environmental story of 2012 - 
and the deadly fungus Chalara 
fraxinea threatening to blight our ash 
and so change the face of our 
countryside is not about to drift 
away in 2013. 

In December, Government figures 
revealed that the number of infected 
sites had more than doubled to 291 
compared with the previous month. 

More than half are mature 
woodland areas which were most 
likely infected by spores blown from 
continental Europe or Norway in the 
wind, rather than by diseased young 


trees imported from abroad, experts 
said. But how can you tell if the ash 
in your own garden is infected? 

What is the situation in the UK? 

The fungus was unknown in Britain 
until early last year. The first case 
was confirmed in ash plants in a 
nursery in Buckinghamshire, in a 
consignment which had been 
imported from The Netherlands. 
Since then, more infected plants 
have been confirmed in nurseries in 
a wide range of locations in England 
and Scotland. Experience on the 
continent indicates that it kills young 
ash trees very quickly while older 
trees tend to resist it for some time. 

What are the symptoms? 

Dead or dying tops of trees, most 
easily seen throughout summer; 
wilting leaves, most visible in spring 
and early summer; lesions and 
cankers on stems/branches/shoots, 
visible throughout the year; dieback 
of leaves with brown/black leaf 
stalks, seen throughout summer;

fruiting bodies on fallen blacked leaf 
stalks, visible June to October; 
staining of wood under bark lesions, 
visible throughout the year. 

Is there a cure? 

Once infected, trees can’t be cured. 
However, not all trees die - some 
have genetic resistance. 

What about newly planted ash? 
The Forestry Commission advises 
people to check on any young trees 
planted in the last five years and is 
urging gardeners to buy disease-free 
stock from reputable suppliers. 

How can I protect the ash trees in 
my garden? 

To reduce spread of the disease, 


remove all ash leaf litter from around 
the trees in the autumn and winter 
to reduce the local source of spores 
the following summer. It is thought 
that leaf removal, possibly coupled 
with the lower humidity levels in 
parkland and urban tree 
environments, can significantly 
reduce and slow the impact of 
Chalara. 

Safely dispose of leaves by burning, 
burying or composting, although in 
some areas and circumstances 
disposal might need to be 
undertaken by a local authority. 
Urban and veteran ash trees should 
be examined to establish any 
infection present, and the disease 
status of the tree should ideally be 
assessed by a professional. 


What is being done on a wider 
scale? 

The discovery early last year that it 
was in the UK, thought to have 
arrived on imported ash trees and 
blown as spores from the continent, 
has prompted fears of similar 
devastation as that wrought by Dutch 
elm disease in the 1970s. 

The control plan unveiled by the 
Department for Environment, Food 
and Rural Affairs in December 
includes measures to reduce the 
disease’s spread by funding research 
on the production of spores at 
infected sites and working with other 
European countries to develop 
resistant trees. The import and 
movement of ash trees has been 
banned. There are also plans to 
accelerate the development of a tree 
health early warning system using 
volunteer groups, and to support a 
biosecurity-themed show garden at 
this year’s Chelsea Flower Show. 

A task force asked to assess the 
current tree disease threats to the UK 
and what can be done about them 
has made initial recommendations 
for a risk register for tree health and 
for measures to reduce the chances 
of diseases spreading at UK borders 
and within the country. 

What are the knock-on effects? 

A significant loss of ash trees could 
hit many of Britain’s rarest insects 
which live in ash trees. Lichens and 
mosses which grow on its bark would 
also be hit. 

What can I do if I think my tree has 
ash dieback?
